Open Meeting of CouncO 
Is Set for Tomorrow 

Former Editor of ^Daily' 
To Discuss War Effort 



Leslie Roberts, writer and com- 
mentator, is to address the. first 
open meeting of the War Council to 
take place in the Union Ball Room 
at 5.15 pjn. this Thursday. This is 
the first meeting which all studenis 
are free to attend, and a large 
crowd is expected. 

Mr. Roberts, beside being the 
Editor of the Montrealer, Montreal's 
leading social magazine, has writ- 
ten a novel on the last war and two 
commentaries on public figures in 
Canada's capital. "These be your 
Gods" and "So this Is Ottawa." In 
1939, he wrote his latest work 
"We must be Free'" which is the 
"reflections of a democrat." 

Although Mr; Roberts was born 
in Wales he came to Canada as a 



small boy, and was educated at 
Montreal High School and later at 
McGill. Shortly after completing hU 
second year in Arts, he joined the 
Air Force and went overseas to 
fight in the last war. After the war 
he came back to complete his edu- 
cation and was Editor of the McGill 
Daily around 1920. 

Today Mr. Roberts travels exten- 
sively throughout Canada, studying 
the people and the political situa- 
tion. He flics a grcat^ded,;and has 
been to the far north. HewllI speak 
on the general aspects of the war 
to the university students and the 
part they can play in It. 

Following the meeting, there will 
be a business meeting of the coun- 
cil.

Maccabean Circle 
Joins S.C.M. to 
Hear Rev. Peltz 



The General Secretary of the In- 
ternational Hebrew Christian Al- 
liance, Reverend Jacob Peltz, will 
address a joint meeting of the Stu- 
dent Christian Movement and, the 
Maccabean Circlet todayi inTstirath- 
cona Hall. All students are invited, 
and the meeting which will be in 
the form of a luncheon will take 
place at 1.15 p.m. 

This meeting is of especial signi- 
ficance since it is the second time 
in recent years in the long history 
of the clubs that they have Joined 
together to hear a speaker of mut- 
ual interest. 

Mr. Peltz's work has brought him 
very close to the trials of the Jew- 
ish Christian victims of Nazi per- 
secution, and he has travelled 
through Europe, the British Isles 
and Asia Minor in his efforts to re- 
lieve the suffering of the refugees. 
His headquarters, is in London, 
where the Hebrew Christian Alliance 
has received the recognition of the 
British Government. In the course 
of his work he has visited such 
notable capitals as Paris, Vienna, 
Berlin, Prague, Warsaw, Cairo,

Brouilette Speaks On 
History o( Quebec City 

Professor Brouilette of the 
University of Montreal brought . 
a new aspect of the field of 
Sociology before the members 
of the Sociological Society 'last 
night when he discussed the 
city of Quebec as it appears to 
the hiunan geographer. 

He chose the city of Quebec 
as his topic, he said, because it 
^as been studied by the emi- 
nent scholar, Raoiil Blanchard, 
and he divides the study of a 
city into three parts: its phys- 
iography, its historical evolu- 
tion, and its modem aspect, 

He discussed the location and 
the site of the city,' Its evolution 
through three periods, the Fort- 
ress, the French, and the Eng- 
lish periods, and its modern 
functional vialue.

Meaidns Speaks 
On PubKc Health 

Feels That Health 
Insurance Is 
Inevitable 

Dean J. C. Meakins of the faculty 
of Medicine, in an address to the 
Rotary Club sUted that Health In- 
surance must eventually come to 
Canada. Canadians, he felt, have 
unconsciously come some distance 
along the road towards its attain- 
ment, pointing out medical Inspec- 
tion In schools, the increasing num- 
ber of clinics and so on, as evidences 
of this trend. 

"You will note that each province 
is seeking a solution of its own, 
and one hears constantly that this 
must be a provincial affair because 
the British North America Act so 
states or implies," he said. "I say 
that those of us who think that 
health insurance should be a na- 
tional project believe, that this 
country of ours is one, and that 
migration from province to prov- 
ince should not carry with It differ- 
ences in these fundamental social 
benefits." 

He continued by stressing the 
necessity for being alert to the time 
when the public will, recognize its 
responsibility in relation to health 
insurance. It is only liy the cooper- 
ation of beneficiaries, contributors, 
and the medical profession, that a 
satisfactory solution of the problem 
can be obtained. "Though Canada 
has made some progress toward a 
program of health* Insurance, we 
have not gone far enough when 
such a large number of men were 
rejected as unfit for military ser- 
vice. 

. The two greatest causes of physi- 
cal illness he continued < were in- 
fectious diseases and nutritional de- 
ficiencies. The former he felt could 
be overcome by a good health de- 
partment "given absolute powers" 
while the latter was primarily an 
economic problem. 

Dr. Meakins classified mental 
diseases as most serious, Indicating 
that in some parts of the country 
there were as many young people 
in mental hospitals as in univérsi- 
Uei.

Further than this, it is worth noting 
that this step is taken by college groups. 
College students, glibly thinking them-

too ready to accept this honour as a matter 
of fore-ordination and consequently do 
little or nothing toward realizing the toler- 
ation that must characterize democracy.

These meetings, however, are not 
limited in scope to the McGill campus. 
For college students, through meetings of 
this kind, can show that the toleration that 
is simply a veneer with most people is 
much more deeply-seated in their nature— 
thereby heightening in the public estima- 
tion the value of the universities' work.

On 
the other hand, 18.3 per cent of 
fraternity men have never attended, 
the poll shows, but only 19.7 per 
cent, (less than rooming-house men) 
attend on a given Sunday.

The polls conducted by the Bur 
eau ot Student Opinion are«bAed 
on a cross-section of the student 
body, modelled after the selective 
samples used in Gallup Polls. Frank 
Bender, '43 director ot the poll ex- 
plained. The cross-iectlon Is chosen 
at random from all sections of the 
campus and the possibility of error 
in the conclusions drawn are very 
small, he said. There Is a greater 
margin of (error In the breakdowns, 
he noted, than In a'quettlon involv- 
ing the entire campus.— Michigan 
DaUy.

The intellectual boor is in a class 
by himself. He is bred In the big 
cities and often spends some time 
at a university. He has halitosis of 
the intellect (Good phrase, that— 
too bad I did not think of it my- 
self.) The^e fellows are the individ- 
ualists. They go about without hair- 
cuts. Hiey dress in a most slovenly 
fashion. 'They swear lustily— if there 
are enough people around to hear 
thsm. They eat noisily and get 
violently drunk at every opportun- 
ity. They can quote reams of poetry 
and sing dirty songs. They have a 
great reputation for being great 
lovers— but this is highly exagger- 
ated (especially by themselves). An 
intellectual boor cannot be a bore. 
If you handle them with extreme 
caution thejr can be very amusing.

The intellectual heel has succeed- 
ed (after many years of concentrat- 
ed effort) to build a great wall of 
defence around themselves. That is, 
they can have anything excused 
just because they arc intellectuals. 
A man finds one with his wife and 
would shoot him— but the wife 
screams, "Stop. He is an INTEL- 
LECTUAL!" 

"He is a HEEL," growls the man. 

"Yes," sobs the wife, "AN INTEL- 
LECTUAL HEEL." 

Then the husband makes a bad 
mistake. He does not 'shoot him— he 
talks to him. He tries to reason with 
him. He explains the folly of his 
ways. This Is a grave and disastrous 
error. The Intellectual heel is a 
master of words. Words— phrases- 
sentences are his surest wcapoiu He 
quotes with case and grace some 
obscure poet — some unknown 
source. His eyes can sparkle at will 
His hands can assist his words by 
moving gracefully through the air 
and creating beautiful patterns. Do 
not talk to them— shoot them.
